WASHINGTON - Now that fh# state of 
Maine votes with the rest of the nation, the 
most important curtain-raiser to the Presi­

Finally, the importance of the North Dakota 
race is why Vice President Nixon ha6 also 
been campaigning in the stale Simultaneous 
with his arrival, an interesting piece of liter­ 
ature was distributed to North Dakota voters.

THE COLUMBIA MISSOURIAN: The New 
Hospital View. — The conception of the hos­ 
pital and its place in human affairs has been 
subject to considerable change and modifica­ 
tion throughout a relatively short span of 
history. Fhis situation can be explained iairly 
readily on the basis of rapid scientific and 
technological developments and social chang­ 
es particularly over the better part of the 
last century. 
This progress ic best appreciated when seen 
through the eyes of the sick person. Instead 
of the attitude of horror and tearful apprehen­ 
sion that was associated with the thought of 
the hospital during and before the nineteenth 
century, today man considers the hospital as 
a special center promising relief from suffer­ 
ing cure of disease, protection from harm. 
This attitude on the part of the patient which 
accepts the hospital as a place of help has 
therapeutic implications. 
The mental hospital, like all other hospitals, 
has moved through periods of change in the 
last two centuries 
A tremendous literature 
has appeared over this ¡veriod reporting im­ 
portant developments in the conceptual frame­ 
work and operational organization of the men- 
ti! hospital During the ensuing years — ex­ 
tending into the twentieth century - there 
was fatly rapid growth of the concept of 
decent, considerate and humane 
treatment 
lor the mentally tii. 
loday, the hospital, whatever ita specialty 
be. is seen a* a place which provide« medical 
techniques and human approaches necessary 
to icstore patient« to thtir highest possible 
level of health. 


1 am not an ambassador and hadn't lived for

have enthused Sam Rayburn and the Ameri­ 
can people, hut it cut no ice in the rest 
of the world 


State Department otticials say MacArthur 
did not warn of this. They in turn relied on 
MacArthur MacArthur. who has some of the 
qualities of his unde, the General, is reported 
to have wanted the glory of a Presidential trip. 


Thus the President and the country he rep­ 
resents were subjected to two humiliating 
snub* in the period of 30 day».

Un­ 
like the infected patient whose 
troubles are due to tissue inva­ 
sion by enemy bacteria, the hyper­ 
sensitive individual manufactures 
his own poison when something 
goes sour with his defense mech­ 
anisms. 
In a way, the victim of an al­ 
lergy is somewhat in the position 
of a bank whose guard, hired 
to defend his employers against 
armed robbery, suddenly goes be- 
serk and begins tiring on deposi­ 
tors.

Do nald Campbell. 


“ This is so mething y o u either 
feel, o r y o u do n’t feel." 
He ido lized his father, the late 
Sir 
Malco lm 
Campbell, 
and 
watched as his father in his last 
race ag ainst time in 1935 ro ared 
acro ss the Bo nneville Salt Flats 
in Utah at 301 miles an ho ur. 
“ That was the ninth time lie 
bro ke the land reco rd." recalled 
Do nald. "No o ther man bro ke it 
mo re than three times." 
Do nald, no w* 39. was o nly 14 
when he thrilled to his father’s 
feat. 
“ Little did I think I'd be back 
25 y ears later try ing lo r a reco rd 
m y self," he said. 
Do nald, no strang er to speed, 
has bro ken the water speed rec­ 
o rd six tim es and ho lds the pres­ 
ent reco rd o f 260.35 miles an ho ur. 
It was fiv e and a half y ears 
ag o that he decided to bring the 
land speed reco rd back into the 
Campbell clan. His targ et is the 
39 6 196 m.p.h. mark set at Bo nne­ 
ville in 1947 by the late Jo hn 
Co bb. 
The elder Campbell died in bed 
at 63. Co bb, his riv al, died in 1952 
in a speed bo at accident. 
Do nald’s ride to g lo ry o r defeat 
at Bo nnev ille this Septemher will 
be made in a 30-fo o t g as-turbine 
car, called “ Bluebird," the same 
name bo rne by a lo ng string o f 
Campbell speed cars and bo ats 
since 1911. 
It 
is

fo ur - millio n - do llar 
v enture. 
Campbell is bring ing o v er 80 
tires and 35 to ns o f eng ineering 
equipment and spare parts. The 
car is desig ned to g o 500 m.p.h.

"The strain o n the tires will be 
abo ut 100 times g reater at 475 
m.p.h. than at 400 m.p.h.," he 


said. “Rut I fig ure the fun really 
starts at abo ut 450 m.p.h.” 


Do nald, a slender, dark-haired, I 
friendly man with the handshake 
o f a blacksmith, is mildly an­ 
no y ed at peo ple who class speed; 
reco rd attempts with o rdinary car 
racing . 


“Auto racing is co lo rful and ro ­ 
mantic,’’ lie o bserv ed. “ But rec- i 
o rd breaking is an adv enture into j 
the unkno wn. It is a co ld-blo o ded j 
lo nely g ame. There is a carefully 
planned schedule o f tests to to l-1 
lo w It calls fo r g reat accuracy 
and hellish mental discipline.” 


Campbell brushes aside the dan-; 
g er. 


“I never take an unnecessary 
risk—to do so is fo o lhardy ,” he 
said. 


He and Ins wife, Belg ian sing er 
To nia Bo rn, are quietly ho peful 
o f victo ry . As co ho lder o f bo th 
the land and water speed cro wns, 
Do nald co uld then lo o k fo rward 
to the same ho no r that capped his 
lather’s career—knig htho o d.
